SOUTH AFRICAN COMMITTEE. 
Annual Report. 


THE annual report of the South African Committee of the 
British Medical Association for the year ending December 3lst, 
1925, states that the interest of members in the Association 
continued to be well sustained, but the work of the Committee 
was often hampered by long delays in getting replies from 
Branches upon various points submitted to them for their 
views. 


A new Branch, with headquarters at Port Elizabeth, to be 
known as the Cape of Good Hope, Midland Branch, has been 
formed and duly recognized by the South African Committee. 
Dr. Braun of Uitenha e was elected president, with Dr. P. 
Jabkovitz as the first honorary secretary. Congratulations are 
extended to the members of Port Elizabeth District on the 
formation of this new Branch, with good wishes for its future 
welfare. 

The attention of the Committee had again been engaged from 
time to time on the Medical, Dental, and Pharmacy Bill. A 
small subcommittee, composed of members resident in Capetown, 
was appointed to keep in touch with the progress of the bill, 
and ra profession may, it is stated, rest assured that its 
interests will be properly safeguarded. 

Medical Organization in South Africa—tIt had been felt for 
some time that the British Medical Association in South Africa 
was in need of some stimulating influence in order to enable it 
to make that progress which its keenest supporters so ardently 
desired, and one method 4 | which it was thought that this 
object could be achieved was by the appointment of an Organizing 
Secretary, who would visit the various provinces of the Union 
and put the claims of the British Medical Association before the 
medical men who were not linked up with the Association and 
induce them to become’ members. ing to financial reasons 
it was not possible to carry out_this project, and when Pr. 
Orenstein (Vice-President of the Committee) was in London he 
interviewed the Medical Secretary and some of the members of 
the Council, and urged upon them the advisability of Dr. Alfred 
Cox visiting South Africa at an early date. This request was 
supported by the President of the Committee (Dr. Campbell 
Watt) on behalf of the Committee, with the result that the 
Council agreed to send Dr. Cox to South Africa. As the British 
Medical Association in Great Britain had only just moved into 
its new headquarters in Tavistock Square, this meant a con- 
siderable sacrifice on the part of the parent body. Dr. Cox 
arrived at Capetown in November, and was busily engaged in 
his work on behalf of professional unity in South Africa. On 
behalf of the South African profession as a whole the Committee 
expresses deep gratiisde both to the Council of the Association 
and to Dr. Cox personally in this regard. 

In connexion with the a annual licence for medical men 
a deputation from_ the th African Committee and the Cape 
of Good Ho; Western Branch, interviewed the Minister on 


behalf of the South African Committee, and as the result of tle 


ag the intended annual licence fee of £15 had been reduced 


to £10. 

The Committee’s attention having been drawn by the Witwaters- 
rand Branch to the proposed alteration in the new Medical Bill 
with regard to the registration fee, and to the fact that the 
Proposed method of financing medical councils left the practi- 
tioners’ liability unlimited, steps were taken to have this rectified 
by means of a protest to the Minister in charge of the bill. 

The resignation of Dr. Greenlees, who has for many years se 
as the representative of South Africa on the Council of the 

jation in Great Britain, was accepted with regret, and a 


letter was sent to him thanking him for his able and consistent 
services on behalf of the Committee. 

Seale of Salarics of Medical Officcrs—A scale of salaries and 
allowances for medica] officers of health and other medical officers 
in Government employ was drawn up by a subcommittee of the 
Cape of Good Hope, Western Branch, and was sent to the 
various Branches for their approval or amendment. A number 
of replies had been received, and the matter would come up 
for discussion at the meeting at Bloemfontein. At the 
same time the Committee took up on behalf of various 
Branches certain questions relating to individual appointments, 
in some instances with success. The Committee laid down the 
principle that a member of the Association on request should 
inform his Branch of the terms of any appointment held by him, 
and that one Branch should on request inform any other Branch 
of the facts. 

The twentieth South African Medical Congress, held in July 
at Pietermaritzburg, had proved a great success as regards the 
numbers attending, the quality of the papers, and the social 
entertainments. The President of the South African Committee 
served as President of the Congress. The next congress will be 
held at Pretoria. The South African Committee as the executive 
of the congress has dealt with the various resolutions adopted. 

_ As there was an indication that a bill would probably be 
introduced into Parliament dealing with fees of district surgeons, 
the President thought it an opportune time to circularize Branches 
requesting them to ascertain‘from each district surgeon his views 
regarding salary, fees, and other conditions of appointment, and 
make recommendations to the Committee for its information and 
7" action deemed necessary. 

he opinions of Branches were taken on the report of the 
Committee of Inquiry into Hospital Administration, and a précis 
of them on certain main features of the report was forwarded 
to the Secretary for Public Health for the information of the 
Minister, with an expression of the South African Committee’s 
willingness to send a deputation, if desired, to discuss the points 
with the Minister. As the: Minister had decided not to put the 
recommendations in the report into operation at present the 
deputation was not required. A deputation, however, interviewed 
the Minister at Capetown. 

The Committee places on record its hearty thanks to Dr. Alice 
Cox for taking charge of the finances during the past year; to 
Dr. L. B. Goldschmidt for his services as honorary medical 
secretary; and to Mr. E. Varley for his valuable work as secretary 
to the Committee. The Committee, in conclusion, expresses its 
satisfaction that much useful work had been accomplished duri 
the past year, and its confidence that, with an in 
membership, much more will be achieved in the future.

medical profession. 

It was decided to ask Dr. Muir to support the motion at the 
Representative Meeting. 

n the motion of Dr. Murr, seconded by Dr. Somervitte, it was 
unanimously resolved to elect Dr, William Blair, Abbey Green, 
Jedburgh, to be an extraordinary member (complimentary) of the 
Division. 

The Secretary reported that the Branch Council had decided that 
the annual meeting of the Edinburgh Branch should be held in 
the Borders, and that Innerleithen had been mentioned. It was 
agreed to extend an invitation to the Branch to hold the annual 
meeting at Innerleithen. 

A matter which had been raised by the chairman earlier in the 
meeting regarding the position of Queen’s Nurses in Berwickshire 
was considered. In connexion with the subject the Secretary 
stated that recently he had attended the Scottish Board of Health 
with reference to the health service of the county, and that it had

Jomss, Mayor of Brecon, and an old member of the 
Association, in welcoming the meeting, expressed his delight at 
attending another Branch gathering there. They were not a 
in enthusiasm, but their isolated position in the hills prevent 
some of the Breconshire medical men from attending as many 
meetings in the larger towns as they would wish. He named 
other medical men who had held the mayoral office before him. 
A large sum of money, he said, was being spent on the hospital 
in Brecon, and they Loched forward to a very successful future. 
He hoped, in view of the success of meetings there in the past, 
that it would not be long before the Branch decided to pay them 
another visit. In conclusion, Dr. Jones showed the members an 
interesting stethoscope presented by Laénnec to Dr. Lucas of 
Brecon. 
. Geary Grant read a paper on some points in the 
count of the biliary tract. Dealing first with the anatomy and 
hysiology of the ran | bladder and ducts, he discussed the notions 
and theories of the formation of gall stones. He said that while 
some held that stones were the result of infection, the French 
school favoured a non-infective origin due to ahypercholesterolaemia. 
Diagnosis depended to a great extent on a careful history. Skia- 
grams were often misleading, and a diseased gall bladder was 
sometimes found after a diagnosis of pyloric obstruction had been 
made. Graham’s method of z-raying after a dose of sodium 
tetra-iodo-phenolphthalein was still sub judice, but in some cases 
had proved of value. Skiagrams illustrating this method were 
shown. ‘The Meltzer-Lyon method and the van den Bergh reaction 
were disc and the inferences which might be derived there- 
from. Under treatment the relative values of cholecystostomy 
cholecystectomy were compared, Massive necrosis the pancreas 
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was sometimes encountered after cholecystitis. In the early stages 
of infection of the gall bladder cholecystectomy was a safe opera- 
tion, but there was considerable danger in subjects of advanced 
age, with jaundice of old standing, and common duct obstruction. 
In such cases decompression by drainage of the gall bladder or 
hepatic duct should precede any operation fcr removal of stone. 

n the discussion that followed, Major Hume advocated early 
operation in gall bladder disease, and mentioned cases in support 
of his views. Mr. Lampert RoGers quoted Sir John Bland-Sutton’s 
statement that a drained gall bladder was a liability rather than 
an asset. Cholecystography had shown that after cholecystostomy 
the gall bladder was inert. Dr. Owen Regs discussed the subject 
from a radiological standpoint Dr. Davies mentioned the im- 

rtance of considering hepatic and pancreatic diabetes, and asked 

ow this would modify any operative procedures. 

Major N. H. Hume showed the following skiagrams: (1) Frac- 
ture of the proximal phalanx of the little toe, at the site of an 
uleer caused by the bites of the chigger flea (Dermatophilus 
penetrans); amputation was performed. (2) A tumour on the 
postero-medial aspect of the left ring finger. The skiagram showed 
an oval swelling covered by a shell of compact bone and enclosing 
what supesved to be normal medulla. The growth was removed; 
the pathological report was ‘‘ Tuberculous osteitis.’”’ Present con- 
dition—recurrence of the tumour. Suggested treatment—amputa- 
om 

e following casts were shown by Major Hume: (1) A youth 
aged 18, with a three years’ history OF ree pain in' tbe Rae of 
the neck followed by diffuse swelling in the same region. At present 
there was a diminution in the swelling, but rigidity of the cervical 
spine. Skiagrams showed angular deformity with rarefaction and 
sclerosis in different parts of the cervical spine. The Wassermann 
reaction was itive. The case was -one of congenital syphilitic 
disease. (2) Sarcoma of the testis in a child 2§ years of age, 
following a fall on the groin. Testicle and cord were removed 
by operation, recurrence following, after three weeks, in the 
lumbar glands. Treatment was now by deep x-ray therapy. 
Complete disappearance of growth and freedom for fifteen months. 
(3) Two cases of hour-glass stomach treated by operation eighteen 
months ago—one by gastro-gastrostomy and posterior gastro- 
seoweny in the pyloric sac, the other by partial gastrectomy. 

ajor Hume invited a discussion on the comparative values of the 
operations. Mr. J. W. Geary Grant contrasted the two methods 
and mentioned the cases most suitable for operation, giving 
histories to support his views. Dr. T. I. Canpy discussed the 

r. T. E. Hammonp read a paper on some points in the di i 
of urinary tuberculosis. Early diagnosis mk. he said, casential if 
operative treatment was to be successful, as a cure could be 
obtained in 60 ove cent. of cases by removing a diseased kidney 
even if the bladder were involved, provided the other kidney was 
free from tuberculous disease and was capable of performing its 
functions. In the large er of cases seen at an early stage 
only one kidney was affected, but in later stages over 70 per cent 
showed bilateral tuberculosis; and this was a contraindication to 
operation. The early symptoms were polyuria and frequency of 
micturition, but no pain apart from slight lumbar discomfort 
Celic was very rare. a there might be severe haemat- 
uria preceding by many years the onset of other symptoms. As 
the disease spread to the bladder frequent and painful micturition 
and terminal haematuria appeared. Physical signs were usuall 
absent. Examination of the urine and careful cystoscopy om 
valuable means of diagnosis. Albumin, pus, and tubercle bacilli 
should be found except in those cases where the ureter had become 
fibrosed and the contents of the kidney did not pass to the bladder 
The pus might be small in amount and cause no cloudiness, and 
the presence of bacilli might require several examinations and 
ge search. Cystoscopy should always be performed, as by 
his means the extent of the disease might be determined and 
whether both we were functioning.

Sussex Brancn: Baicnton Division. 

A sont meeting of the Brighton Division and the Brighton and 
Hove Association of Pharmacy was held at the Queen’s Road 
Dispensary on April 29th, when Mr. J. PLowriGut, President of the 
Pharmacists’ Association, was in the chair. Mr. J. P. Gitmovr, 
editor of the Pharmaccutical Journal, addressed the meeting on the 
relations of pharmacy and medicine. After rapidly surveying the 
evolution of pharmacy and medicine from their origin in the 
personality now represented amongst contemporary savages and 
primitive peoples generally, by the witch-doctor and the medicine- 
man, through the process of division of labour and the specialization 
of function, which in some of the earlier civilizations, such as 
that of Egypt. was carried out to a high degree of elaboration, the 
speaker sketched the rise and development of Arab medicine and 
pharmacy, and the profound influence of the laiter upon the art of 
pharmacy, and of the compilation of the first Continental pharma- 
copoeias and the first London Pharmacopocia. Commenting on the 
value of the co-operation of the pharmaceutical and medical 
professions in the production of the British Pharmacopocia, Mr. 
Gilmour deprecated the present anomalous and anachronistic position 
of pharmacists in relation to this important work, and expressed 
the hope that the negotiations now taking place between the 
Pharmaceutical Society and other bodies with the General Medical 
Council would eventuate in the official recognition, as members of 
the Pharmacopoeia Committee, of representatives of pharmacy aud 
the other interests concerned. In pharmacology there had already 
been much fruitful collaboration between the two professions, but 
there was ample room for extension of this relationship, and the 
Pharmaceutical Society had recently taken a long forward step in 
this direction by establishing pharmacological laboratories, in which, 
in addition to routine testing work, original research on the physio- 
logical action of old or new drugs could be prosecuted. Coming to 
the more intimate relations which subsisted, or should subsist, 
between the members of the two professions in their daily inter- 
course in practice, these had been the subject of so-called special 
codes of ethics or of State regulation from the palmy period of the 
Athenian democracy, when re was a State system of medicine, 
down to the present time, when, under the National Health Insur- 
ance Acts, the Venereal Disease Act, and the Dangerous Drugs Acts 
and Regulations, the relations of pharmacists and physicians were 
rescribed for certain a s for voluntary codes of ethics 
or either profession, these were not necessarily ethical at all. It 
would be better to treat them simply as sets of rules or articles 
in an unwritten code of honour. Ethical principles could not he 
parcelled out and labelled as exclusive to any trade or profession. 
All these “ disciplines,” from that of the Emperor Frederick in the 


ninth century, down to the latest version of the American Pharma-' 


ceutical Association, bore a strong family likeness to one anothcr, 
even as to categories, of which the principal were: (1) Discourage- 
ment of gratuitous recommendation by pharmacist or doctor of one 
or the other to customer or patient. (2) Prohibition of secret com- 
mission or code prescriptions. (3) Neither pharmacist nor physician 
to criticize the work of the other to the public. (4) Whatever be 
the law or equity of the question of ownership of the prescription, 
apart from the provisions of the National ealth Insurance Act 
and the Dangerous Drugs Acts, no copy to be given, save to the 
person to whom the original was issued, and the prescription mot 
to be repeated in cases where there might be a risk to the patient. 
(5) That in the case of prescriptions for dangerous incompatibles, or 
which order what seem to be overdoses, are illegible, or present 
other difficulties, the dispenser should, whenever practicable, com- 
municate with the prescriber, or, if this cannot be done, and the 
case is urgent, endeavour to interpret and carry out as best he can 
the prescriber’s intention. (6) As to the vexed question of counter 
prescribing, theoretically there was no more excellent exhortation 
than that of the Elizabethan Bullein, namely, “‘ That the apothe- 
cary meddle only in his vocation,” but circumstances often foreed 
the pharmacist to give advice and medicine in simple ailments. 
A former President of the Pharmaceutical Society, the late S. R. 
Atkins of Salisbury, had stated the case for the pharmacist so 
cogently and moderately that it would bear repetition. He said: 
“We stand charged with counter prescribing. So runs the indict- 
ment. To a certain extent we admit the charge, but plead 
justification. With such practices (encroachment on the functions 
of medical men) we have nothing to do. What, however, we are 
careful to defend as our just and inalienable right is that simpie 
and moderate counter practice which has grown up without legal 
enactment, and, as we believe, contrary to none, but which is 
so embedded, not ~—, in the habits, but in the very necessities 
of the people, that a Blue Book of prohibitions could no more 
extinguish it than an Act of Parliament could convert every English- 
man into a Scotsman, however desirable that might be. We con- 
tend for a custom of long standing, as we find it in the vast 
majority of respectable, well conducted druggists’ shops, the 
practice of ——— across the counter for simple ailments. 
And altogether apart from personal and uniary considerations, 


we contend for this custom in the interests of the public. ‘This is 
the only line of defence worth maintaining, and it is the one which 
Parliament, and all our courts of law, our legislative and executive 
authorities, will ever respect. If it be asked where the line of 
demarcation should be drawn, we reply that it is impossible to 
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draw one, but an honourable man will seek to avoid the very 
appearance of evil, and if parole, the law of honour, fails, no 
inquisitorial acts of a medical police will ever succeed.” r. Gilmour 
concluded by venturing om the forecast that the time was not far 
distant when prescribing and dispensing would be entirely separated 
in this country as they are abroad, and when medical practitioner 
and pharmacist—each performing his own proper functions—would 
work together side by side in the great and beneficent service of 
the science and art of medicine, to which they both belonged. 

Dr. L. A. Parry, who opened tlie discussion, referred to the cele- 
brated code of Hammurabi, promulgated by means of stone stelae 
4,000 years ago. Under this code a surgeon who killed his patient 
aiter an operation was permanently prevented from further mis- 
takes by the simple process of amputating the operator’s hands, 
and the wet-nurse who lost her child had no more chance of 
following her occupation, for her breasts were removed. The Arab 
medicine referred to by Mr. Gilmour was practically entirely derived 
from Greek literature, doctrine. and method. The great service 
the Arab culture rendered to mankind was translation and preserva- 
tion of Greek medical and scientific literature, which in this way 
was carried a the Dark Ages, and available ai the time of 
the Renaissance. Many of the old Arab physicians had done most 
excellent work. Rhazes, who founded the hospital at Baghdad, 
when selecting the site for his building, hung up pieces of meat 
and built the institution at the place where decomposition was 
slowest. These meetings between the two societies in Brighton 
were now an annual event, and were much appreciated by both 
professions. 

A hearty vote of thanks to Mr. Gilmour, proposed by Dr.

LONDON INSURANCE COMMITTEE. 


Practitioner's Successful Appeal.—Several medical service caseg 
of interest came before the London Insurance Committee at. its 
meeting on April 22nd. In one case in which the Committee had 
already decided that a practitioner had failed to exercise proper 
care in the ee by him for an insured person and 
had thereby commit: a breach of the terms of service, it wag 
now reported that the practitioner had appealed ainst this 
decision, and that the Minister of Health had allowed the appeal, 
The Minister also directed that the Committee should pay the 
sum of £5 towards the costs of the practitioner in bringing the 
appeal. The complaint was that the practitioner, who was in 
attendance on the patient from time to time over a period of 
several months, neglected to make a thorough physical examina. 
tion, as he should have done, the patient presenting symptoms 
suggesting tuberculosis, and that he treated the case as one of 
gastric catarrh. Subsequently another doctor, to whom the patient 
went, formed the opinion that he was suffering from tuberculosis, 
an opinion which was confirmed by a bacteriological examination 
of the sputum, and the patient was sent to a Poor Law infirmary 
and later to a sanatorium. The officers of the Ministry who h 
the appeal stated that there was no evidence that the insured 
person himself or his relatives called the practitioner’s attention 
to any symptoms other than those of gastric disturbance. The 
patient’s attendances on the doctor had been quite intermittent, 
and made his case indistinguishable from those of many other 
patients who required attention during the months of winter 
and spring. In these circumstances the officers of? the Ministry 
considered that the doctor’s omission to make a general examina- 
tion, however unfortunate in the light of after cvents it might 
appear, could not properly be regarded as a breach of the terms 
of service. ‘ 

Cases Reviewed by the Ministry—In a case in which the 
Committee had held that the practitioner had impro 
attempted to obtain fees for treatment and had decided to 
caution him, the Minister, on reviewing the case, after hearing 
representations by the practitioner, considered that as_ the 
iohesiour of the insured person had contributed materially to 
the misunderstanding on the part of the practitioner which had 
resulted in the breach by him of the terms of service, the course 
of withholding a portion of the money payable for medical 
benefit, with a view to its deduction from the remuneration of 
the practitioner concerned, should not in this case be followed. 
In a similar complaint the Minister also decided that as it was 
the first breach of the terms of service by the practitioner which 
had been brought to his notice a fine should not be im 
but he stated that a very serious view would be taken of an 
further breach. In another case in which the Committee 
found that a practitioner had refused to provide treatment fer 
an insured person and had been rude to him the Minister decided 
that £5 must be withheld from the remuneration. 

Failure to Transmit Medical Records.—The Committee com 
sidered several cases in which practitioners had failed to transmit 
to the Committee forms of medical record in respect of insu 

rsons whose names had been removed from their lists. The 
tee decided to caution two practitioners, one of whom 
had fourteen and the other twelve forms outstanding in respect 
of the year 1925; to censure two others whose omissions exten 
back for a longer period in spite of frequent warnings; and t 
censure severely another two whose failure to transmit the forms 
had been more or less consistent for some years. The Committee 
also decided that in the case of the four practitioners censured 
the attention of the Ministry of Health should be drawn to the 
matter with a view to consideration in connexion with. the 
distribution of the money available for medical benefit. 

Range of Medical Scrrice——The Committee received reports 
from certain practitioners that they had charged fees to insured 
persons in respect of ophthalmic services, including careful 
ophthalmic examination of the fundus and disc, and retin 
under mydriatic, and refraction. The Committee concurred wit 
the opinion of the Local Medical Committee that the services as 
donertbed fell into the category of services involving the applica 
tion of special skill and experience of a degree or kind which 
general practitioners as a class could not be expected to possess, 
and that the practitioners concerned did possess the+ necessary 
skill and experience. It was added that in five cases these 
services were rendered by practitioners whose names were no 
included in the list, prepared by the British Medical Association, 
of practitioners who had intimated their willingness to advise 
on ophthalmic cases and to prescribe glasses when necessary for 
insured persons who were members of approved societies.

Complaints against Approved Societics.—The Committee agreet 
to support a resolution of the Warwickshire Panel and 
Medical Committees running as follows: “‘ That inasmuch as B@ 
proposal is made by the Royal Commission for redressing the 
present inequitable position whereunder complaints made by practi 
tioners against approved societies in connexion with the administra 
tion of medical benefit fail to receive due investigation, 
Insurance Acts Committee be asked to press for amendment 
the regulations accordingly.” 

Claims for-Payment of Anaesthetist.—As there has been a large 
increase of late in the number of claims submitted for payment 
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of fees for the services of an anaesthetist, some of the claims 
being in respect of services which would not appear to require an 
anaesthetic, the Committee agreed to set up a special section to 
consider the whole question as to the advisability of a change in 
the policy of the Committee with regard to the administration of 
anaesthetics and the amount of fees to be allowed. : 

Emergency Night Calls.—It was also agreed to set up a section 
to consider the action which should be taken by the Committee 
with regard to the remuneration of practitioners who, not having 
assistants or partners, and residing more than two miles from 
their surgeries, were immune from emergency night calls. The 
Committee had previously proposed that such practitioners should 
be required to apply to the allocation subcommittee for exemption 
from liability to emergency night visits, and that their units of 
credit should be reduced by 10 per cent., but the Insurance Acts 
Committee was of opinion that the suggestion was not suitable 
for universal adoption, although there was no reason why special 
action should not be taken with regard to London. The CHAIRMAN 
said that this matter really arose out of what had been for some 
time a scandal in London—the lock-up surgery, with the practi- 
tioner living a considerable distance away. It was not intended to 
interfere with those men who had arrangements with partners or 
assistants, nor even possibly with those who had arrangements 
with deputies, provided these were quite satisfactory. 

Urgent Prescriptions—A report was received from a section 
which had been appointed to inquire into the question of dis- 
pensing urgent prescriptions. The section was of opinion that no 
action could usefully be taken by the Committee beyond endeavour- 
ing to ensure the accuracy of the list of chemists (supplied by 
the London Pharmaceutical Committee) generally available for 
the dispensing of —— prescriptions after the usual closing hour. 
This could only be done by practitioners reporting cases where the 
list was proved to be inaccurate. Dr. H. Recants said that 40 or 
50 per cent. of the patients seen in his evening surgery were 
unable to get their prescriptions dispensed the same evening, and 
although in many cases there was no urgency there were a number 
every evening in which it was very desirable that the prescriptions 
should be dispensed at once. It was agreed to request practi- 
tioners to report to the Committee specific instances where the 
list of ‘‘ late ”’ pharmacists was inaccurate. 


LOCAL MEDICAL AND PANEL COMMITTEES, 
KENT. 
We have received for publication the following resolutions relative 
to the report of the Royal Commission on National Health 
Insurance, passed by the Kent Local Medical and Panel 
Committees at their meeting held on April 29th. 


(1) That in the opinion of these Committees the finding 
of the Royal Commission that “the existing machinery 
. . . for dealing with complaints as to the conduct of practi- 
tioners .... is necessary and operates fairly” (page 282, 
para. 59) is not in accordance with the evidence given before 
it nor compatible with the statement on page 190, para. 446, 
to the effect that the Commission had not been given sufficient 
detail to enable it to form a considered opinion on vital points. 

(2) That in the opinion of these Committees the Royal 
Commission should have called for such further evidence 
as it required to substantiate or refute professional assertions 
in connexion with the abuses of the disciplinary procedure, 
such evidence having been specifically proffered to it, and 
that its failure to do so renders its findings in this respect 
devoid of authority. 

(3) That these Committees welcome the finding of the 
Minority Report that “the approved society system is a 
ay to the development of a complete public health 
policy. 

(4) That these Committees welcome the finding of the Royal 
Commission that ‘‘ the service element (of materity benefit) 
should be administered by the local health authorities and ke 
co-ordinated with the other local medical services’? under- 
standing that this implies that maternity services will not 
be within the scope of the contract of medical service under 
the Insurance Acts. 

(5) That these Committees regret the failure of the Royal 
Commission. to make any statement in respect of several 
matters of importance to the profession and on which evidence 
was placed before it, particularly on the relationship of 
societies to practitioners, certification, and record keeping, 
and on the details of the complaints procedure, etc. 

(6) That in the opinion of these Committees any decision 
as to stabilization or revision of the capitation fee should be 
preceded by an inquiry by the profession into the market 
value of services as recommended by the Royal Commission.
